Under the plan aa approved by the 
board, Mr. Marshall said, “a wool 
grower may ship hi® wool to one of 
the nsual points of distribution, ob­ 
taining 
from the railroad a bill of 
lading for the shipm ent; the grower 
may then draw a draft against his 
bank for such an amount a® may be 
agreed upon by the grower and the 
bank, secured by the bill of lading. 
The 
federal reserve act authorizes 
any member bank to accept a draft 
secured in this m anner at the time of | 
acceptance, provided that the draft 
m atures in not more than six months 
from the time of acceptance. 
“After 
acceptance 
such a draft, 
bearing the indorsem ent of a mem 
ber bank, is eligible for rediscount or 
purchase by a federal reserve bank, 
provided that it has a m aturity of not

One Rotary’s spokesman emphasized that body s cone ol 
ethics for all of its 400,000 members in an impressive study of | 
cause and effect in respect to character-building, placing stress 
upon the fact that men are not what circumstances or environ- : 
ment make them but what they make themselves. 
He cited this j 
prelude to the eleven points of the Rotarian’s code for guidance 
in his daily life: 
“My business standards shall have in them a note ol sym­ 
pathy for our common humanity- 
My business dealings, ambi­ 
tions and relations shall always cause me to take into considera­ 
tion my highest duties as a member of society. 
In every position 
in business life, in every responsibility that comes befoie me, m\ 
chief thought shall twTto fill that responsibility and discharge, 
that duty so when I have ended each of them I shall have lifted 
the levef of human ideals and achievements a little higher than 
I found it. 
In view of this fundamental in a code of trade ethics 
for international Rotary are the following principles: 
“The eleven points of Rotary’s code of service were defined 
as. first, to consider my vocation 
worthy as affording 
me a 
distinct opportunity to serve society; second, to improve my se it, . 
increase my efficiency, and enlarge my service; third, to realize. I 
am a businessman and ambitious to succeed, but to desire no suc­ 
cess not founded on highest justice and m orality; fourth, to hold 
exchange of my goods, service and ideas for profit is legitimate, 
provided all parties in the exchange are benefited; fifth, to use 
my best endeavors to elevate the standards of business and to so 
conduct mv affairs that others in my vocation may find it wise 
tnd profitable and conducive to happiness to emulate my example; j 
sixth, to conduct my business so as to give equal to or better than 
my competitor; seventh, to understand one of the greatest assets 
of a business or professional man is his friends; eighth, to hold 
that true friends demand nothing of one another and that any 
abuse of friendship for profit is foreign to the spirit o£ R otary; 
ninth, to consider no success legitimate which is secured by taking 
unfair 
advantage 
of 
opportunities in the social order denied 
others; 
tenth, 
to be not more obligated to a brother Rotarian 
than to every other man in human society, and, eleventh, to hold 
believing in the universality of golden rule that society best holds 
together when equal opportunity is accorded all men in the na­ 
tural resources of this planet.”
